becomes a candidate to succeed him­ 
self he does not hesitate to use this 
tremendous power 
of 
patronage to 
continue himself in office. 
“I have lived in hopes that some 
time we would elect a chief magis­ 
trate of 
this republic with 
moral; 
courage and determination enough to 
put this pernicious 
and 
obnoxious 
custom under his feet,” said Senator 
Works. 
"I have been disappointed. 
I realize that the temptation to fol­ 
low the custom, and thus secure a 
re-election, is a tremendous tem pta­ 
tion. 
So far it has been an overpow­ 
ering one.”

DON’T LOSE YOUR VOTE 


A fact which should be im pressed 
upon the mind of every voter in Cali­ 
fornia is th at unless 
he 
expresses 
party preference in registering, 
he 
will not be perm itted to vote at the 
Presidential prim ary election to be 
held May 14th. 
In other words, if a 
voter w ants to express his choice as 
betw een Roosevelt and T aft 
at 
the 
May prim aries, it will be necessary 
for him to be registered as a Republi­ 
can; or. should he wish to record his 
vote in favor of W ilson or Clark or 
any other Dem ocratic candidate, 
it 
will be necessary for him to register 
as a Democrat. 
The sam e rule applies, of course, as 
to the fall prim aries, and to all pri­ 
m aries; for prim ary 
elections 
are 
purely party affairs. 
A person regis­ 
tered as an independent—that is, one 
who in registering has 
declined 
to 
state his party affiliations—can vote 
at the general election, but 
he 
can 
have no part in any of the prim aries. 
It is of the utm ost im portance that 
a large vote be cast at the May pri­ 
m aries in this state. On May 14th the 
Republicans of California will have 
their one and only chance to declare 
w hether they w ant their party nation­ 
ally to stand for Progress or R eaction­ 
ism; for the rule of the people, whom 
Roosevelt trusts and 
Mr. 
T aft 
dis­ 
trusts, or governm ent by the few fa­ 
vored interests now lighting 
Roose­ 
velt and supporting Taft. 
The issue that was decided in Cali­ 
fornia in 1910 has now to be decided 
in the nation. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
stands, as he has always stood, 
for 
Progressive governm ent. 
Taft stands 
for w hat may be term ed extrem e con­ 
servatism . 
He denounces the recall, 
the initiative and referendum , which 
the people of California by an 
over­ 
whelming vote, have placed in their 
constitution; he has openly declared 
his doubt as to the capacity of all the 
people 
fo£^8«^-gw<^nm pnt. 
W hat­ 
ever T aft is—and let us say he is a 
C onservative—his utterances are ap 
^lauded and his position supported by 
all the R eactionary interests of the 
country. 
In a phrase, the issue is to 
decide w hether this country shall be 
ruled by men or by money. Roosevelt 
says, just as Governor Johnson said 
th at it m ust be ruled by men. 
In view of the situation, it is up to 
the Republicans of California to de 
cide, at the May prim ary, 
w hether 
they still stand for popular govern­ 
m ent and 
Progressive 
policies, 
as 
form ulated and fought for 
by 
such 
men as Roosevelt and 
Johnson, 
or 
w hether they stand for a reversal of 
their past judgm ent and for the policy 
of the trusts. 
On one side of the line 
stands Roosevelt; on the other Taft. 


CORPORATIONS AND CAMPAIGN FUNDS 


In h is m essage to th e Congression­ 
al session of 1906 and 1907, President 
Roosevelt reiterated an earlier rec­ 
om m endation to prohibit corporations 
from contributing to cam paign funds. 
H e raised no objection to paym ents 
by individuals, b u t urged th a t gifts 
from corporations ©hVmld be forbid­ 
den. 
T o th is m easure, a s to m any oth­ 
ers, th e opposition w as of two kinds 
—open and covert. T he -measure was 
held up a long tim e in th e effort to 
prevent a vote, for it was realized 
th at the great m ajority would 
not 
dare to vote against it. The fam iliar 
procedure of side-tracking 
and pig­ 
eonholing wras employed, but Roose­ 
velt wouldn’t stand for this. He forc­ 
ed the bill before the House by main 
strength. R epresentative Mann, of Il­ 
linois, then a lieutenant of Cannon, 
now -leader of the Republican minori­ 
ty, flatly opposed it. 
"I am not in favor of this bill,” he 
said.*‘‘I do not believe that the gov­ 
ernm ent has constitutional authority 
to regulate and control all the elec­ 
tions in the 
country. 
Although

know the popular demand -that we 
shall prevent th e influence of corpo­ 
rations. and although that influence 
ought to he controlled, I 
have

courage of ray convictions on this 
question.” 
M r. Grosvenor, of Ohio, declared 
that “no good will come of this legis­ 
lation. lf you -want to purify i>olitJcs. 
you m ust go further, 
and 
provide 
that no roan shall contribute any m on­ 
ey. You ought to provide th at no man 
shall be a candidate for office unless 
he can prove to a nonpartisan 
com­ 
m ittee th at he has not got a cent or 
God’s earth, and th at he will not cor 
rapt anybody!” 
Despite much more of this sort of 
opposition, 
public 
sentim ent 
was 
strongly in favor of the legislation. 
Hacked up 
by Mr. Roosevelt, 
the 
m easure passed, and was approved 
January 26, 1907. 
The Em ployers' L ia b ility Problem

In co­ 
operation -with Senator 141 Follette, 
he secured passage of a m easure deal­ 
ing with accidents to the employes 
of interstate carriers. 
This measure, though only a begin­ 
ning In the direction of -the com pre­ 
hensive system of liability legislation 
that Roosevelt favored, aroused 
in­ 


to n e d In connection w ith interstate 
commence, and the Federal statu te 
was brought Into the case. 
Judge Sim eon E. Baldwin, head of 
the suprem e bench of Connecticut, 
w rote a n opinion in the case, holding 
broadly th a t th e F ederal law 
was 
unconstitutional. The 
national 
gd*- 
ernm ent, b e argued, had no business 
thus attem pting to usurp powers 
of 
the states. 
D ater, Judge Baldwin w as nom inat­ 
ed 
for 
-Governor 
of 
Connecticut. 
Roosevelt vigorously assailed him be­ 
cause of th at -decision, denouncing its 
reasoning as archaic an d Impossible. 
Judge Bald-win defended him self in 
kind. The exchanges developed such 
acrimony as to attra c t national a t­ 
tention. During his cam paign for gov­ 
ernor, Judge Baldwin even -threatened 
to sue the form er president for libel 
Mr. Roosevelt w as 
game. 
Nothing 
would please -him 'better; he dared his 
antagonist to sue. hut of course the 
Nutmeg ju rist decided not to -do so. 
The incident dropped from sight; 
but, meanwhile, th a t sam e em ployers’

RAILWAY WAGES AND 
RAILWAY EARNINGS 


There were substantial increases In 
the wages of railway employees dur­ 
ing the fiscal year 1911. 
Reports filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission show th at the total com pensa­ 
tion to the employees of railw ays over 
500 miles long was $1,005,277,249. The 
total wage cost to the railways for the 
year was greater by $41,868,822 than 
it would have been at the rates of pay 
in effect during 1910, and greater bv 
$69,297,678 than it would have been 
at the rates of pay in effect durinp 
1909. 
N otw ithstanding 
an 
Increase 
or 
2108 in the miles of railway operated, 
there were fewer employees on the 
payrolls June 30. 1911, than on June 
30, 1910, by 31,037, yet the total com­ 
pensation paid to employees during 
1911 was greater than that paid dur­ 
ing 1910 by $49,974,216. This is great­ 
er than Hie increase in 
the 
gross 
earnings of the railw ays by $22,595,- 
121. 
The net revenues of the rail­ 
ways. which are what is 
left 
after 
paying operating expenses, fell

by $40,988,539 during this same period 
in which com pensation increased near­ 
ly fifty million dollars. 
These figures are summarized from 
Bulletin No. 28’of the Bureau of Rail j
